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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


Twenty-nine weeks of school have been taught in all dis- 
tricts except Water Village. The teachers have labored 
hard and where they have had the co-operation of pupils and 
parents good progress has been made. In the Ossipee Val- 
ley district the attendance was perfect during the winter 
term. Other schools are not so favorably located, perhaps, 
_ but there are too many absenves. Every absence means so 
much education lost, so much money wasted. If every pupil 
in town attended every session it would mean at least six 
weeks teaching more to the pupil, as classes are broken up 
aud delayed. 

Thus parents ought to see how much is lost by letting 
children remain at home for trivial reasons, for over half the 
absences are unnecessary. 

If the parents visited the schools oftener there would be 
fewer complaints about scholars and teachers, and they 
would know what was being done in the schools instead ot 
relying on reports of children who are not qualified to pass 
judgement upon school affairs. 

Only forty-seven visits were made by parents the past 
year, | 
Now that a town library has been established we hope that 
good literature can be had by all our scholars, and that they 
can have access to the necessary literary, historical and geo- 
graphical works to assist them in their studies. 

Grammar schools are needed in town and we hope that one 
or more will be established in the near future. 

All our school houses are in good repair externally, but a 
number need repairs to the interior. The West Ossipee and 
Ossipee Valley houses have been placed in first class con- 
dition this year. 

Our schools are well supplied with text books, maps and 
charts. Cyclopedias and afew globes have been purchased 
this year. Works of reference are needed which the library 
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will supply in part. 

The following letter explains itrelf. If we had not received 
this money we should have had only twenty-four weeks school. 

The District should be as liberal with its appropriations as 
last year. |

To the Members of School Boards: 

In accordance with the provisions of Section 6 of Chapter 77 
of the Session Laws of 1899, the town of Ossipee will re- 
ceive $393 40 from the state treasury, upon the adjustment 
of its state tax in December, which sum must be applied to 
the support of its pubhe schools. 

By this award the town is nov relieved in any degree of 
the legal necessity of raising money for the support of its 
schools. The law is calculated tosupplement the efforts of 
the town to advancé the educational standard. Importance of 
doing this is urged upon you. The justification of the law de- 
pends upon its apparent effect upon the several towns receiv - 
ing a distribvtive portion of the appropriation. 

Edueational conditions in the state may be improved: 

1. In many towns by lengthening the school year. 

2. By paying better salaries to teachers, and thus enab- 
jing the school board to demand and employ a higher grade 
of teaching ability. 

3. By taking action-under Section 3 of Chapter 77 of the 
Session laws of 1899, to secure expert supervision of schools. 

Friends of education throughout the state are anxiously 
watching the towns that receive a share of this appropriation 
to see whether they honestly use it to suppvlement their own 
efforts, or relax their ewn endeavors in their dependence 
upon the state; to see whether assistance given by the state 
strengthens or enfeebles the towns receiving it.
